ity of Miss Jarvis, an international or- | 
ganization to promote the recognition 
of the day has been formed. Thanks 
to Miss Jarvis for her suggestion. But 
she was not the first to honor mother, | 
for millions thru the various ages 
have honored her. One great writer 
while scanning the world’s records for 
the greatest earthly name _ wrote, 
“Search the long annals of proud 
Rome and Greece, the tombs of war, 
the chronicles of peace, ransack the 
old and modern rolls. of fame, to fit 
the brightest splendor on a name, the 
name above all names is MOTHER.” 

Mother’s affection for us began at a 
period of which we have no recollec- | 
tion, and when we were not conscious | 
that any being loved us. It was laid 
far back in her nature by God the Fa- | 
ther, to anticipate our helplessness | 
and our wants as we came into the| 
world. It began before we were cap- 
able of returning the tokens of her 
love; when we could not give back 
the kiss that she planted so tenderly | 
upon us, and when no signs of qual-| 
ities deserving her lavished affections | 
were seen. That love, a mother’s love, | 
existed in her heart whatever we were | 
to be, or whatever our fortune, in this | 
world, and was there so strong that | 
even though she could have foreseen 
all our ingratitude and all that we 
might do yet to cause her grief, I be- 
lieve, that she would have loved us, 
possibly with even a more’ tender 
love, and her caresses would have been 
more fervent while we were yet in- 
nocent, and our souls were’ uncon- 
taminated with the touch of evil. 








Mother met us as we entered in life, 
already prepared to do us good. Not 
a friend have we now who would 
watch over our siek-bed more patient- 
ly than she did our cradle then, nor 
now mourn more sincerely over our 
grave. It is needless to say that the 
relation tosmother is different from 
any other. The tie is one which exists 
nowhere else; which can never be re- 
newed, when once it is severed, in 
death, it is gone forever, unless it is 
cemented by religion and grows up in- 
to eternal affection in the heavens. 

Perhaps in some cases some may 
owe more to their father for inherited 
mental characteristics, the example, 
and the direct teaching, than to moth- 
er. But tho’ this may be so, you will 
consider these remarks to mother, to 
be founded in truth.

You no doubt will think this a 
strange subject, but this was the su- 
preme object in the death and suffer- 
ing of Jesus Christ. Let us look to 
Webster for the meaning of this little, 
yet great word. “One, a single individ- 
ual or object; designating a person, or 
thing, or group as contrasted with an- 
other, single in kind; the same; close- 
ly united or alike; a single unit or 
union.” 

We talk lots about the ATONE- 
MENT and lots of books are written 
and read about this great subject but 
when. we look at this as Jesus did it 
is making us ONE or the AT-ONE- 
MENT, in His prayer in Jno.

Who then 
is Paul, and who is Appolos (who are 
these different leaders or ministers?), 
but ministers by whom

Now we come to the verse where we 





| will fail to understand if we are not 


careful. This is never given the notice 
it should have. V. 7, “So then NEI- 
THER is he that planteth any thing, 
neither he that watereth; but GOD 
that giveth the increase. Now he that 
planteth and he that watereth are 
O-N-E: and every man shall receive 
his own reward according to his own 
labour. For we are labourers together 
with God: ye are God’s husbandry 
(tillage), ye are God’s building. * * * 
Therefore let not man glory in men. 
For all things are your’s (not just a 
certain MAN and his followers eit- 
her); Whether Paul, or Appolos, or 
Cephas, or the WORLD, or LIFE, or 
DEATH, or things present, or things 
to come; ALL are your’s; And ye are 
CHRIST’S (belonging to Him and not 
to some man or set of men); and 
Christ is God’s.” 


Now right here I don’t want to be 
misunderstood, I know God has al- 
ways had leaders for His people and 
He told us to esteem (not worship) 
them very highly for their WORKS’ 
sake. And if their works are not such 
as will stand the test, of course we 
are not obligated to esteem them so 
highly. 

As I see God’s_ people 
here and there it makes my heart 
bleed when I know it is caused by 
some one wanting to have the pre 
eminence. In the days of Jesus on 
earth some wanted to call fire down 
on some people who did not receive 
Jesus, but Jesus rebuked them and 
said, “Ye know not what manner of 
spirit ye are of. For the Son of man 
is mot come to destroy men’s lives, but 
to save them.” Also in Luke 11:23 we 
find the words of Jesus saying, “He 
that is not with me is against me; 
and he that gathereth not with me 
seattereth. Scattering is the most 
some leaders do. Leaders are all right 
if they are gathering with Christ and 
not seeking to get a following for 
themselves, otherwise they are doing 
just what Jesus said they would do, 
they are scattering. 

I don’t think we would have to 
strain our vision these days to see the 
people of God being scattered by some 
leader whose only object is to have a 
following for themselves and have 
them in admiration. Therefore, Paul 
gives us the warning in Rom. 1:25 
about people who worship and serve 
the creature more than the Creator. 
This does not say that they do not

Jonathan disrobed himself of all his 
kingly inheritance, even to his sword 
and bow which were his protection 
against any that should seek his life. 
Jesus in like manner dismantled Him- 
self of the glory that was His and 
gave to them whom the Father had 
given Him out of the world. “And the 
glory which thou gavest me I have 
given them.” St. John 17:22. Finally 
He denied Himself the power to call 
twelve legions of angels to rescue Him
